MIDDLE EAST TRIP 

On May 1 6, Secretary Spellings became the first U.S. Secretary of Education to visit the United Arab 
Emirates (UAE.). Over the course of her five-day visit, the Secretary met with leading U.A.E. 
officials (including Prime Minister Sheikh Mohammed bin Rashid Al Maktoum, her counterpart, 
Minister of Education Hanif Hassan, and Minister of Higher Education Sheikh Nahyan bin 
Mubarak Al Nahyan), visited three colleges (the American University in Dubai [AUD], the American 
University of Sharjah [AUS], and Zayed University), and, in a culminating event, signed a special, 
five-year Memorandum of Understanding (MOU) with Dr. Hassan to encourage greater educational 
cooperation and exchange between the two countries. "The U.S. and the U.A.E. share more than 
just a first name," she said at AUD's commencement ceremonies, where more than 400 students 
received their graduation certificates. "We are united in our strong belief in education. And, we 
have made parallel journeys to improve our schools at every level. In this competitive century, 
change happens, whether we are ready or not." The first area of focus for the MOU is math, 
science, and language studies.

NCLB UPDATE 

Earlier this year, the Secretary announced a differentiated accountability pilot program that would 
allow states to distinguish between low-performing schools in need of dramatic interventions and 
those that are closer to meeting the goals of No Child Left Behind. The law currently treats all schools 
in improvement alike. The pilot would allow states to vary the intensity and type of interventions to 
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match the academic reasons that led to a school's identification for improvement And, in states with a 
significant percentage of schools identified, it would allow officials to target interventions and resources to 
schools most in need of reform. Seventeen states submitted proposals for consideration: AK, AR, FL, IN, 
LA, MD, NJ, NY, ND, OH, OK, PA, SC, TN, and VA for implementation in the 2008-09 school year and 
GA and IL for implementation in the 2009-10 school year. After reviewing the proposals for four basic 
eligibility criteria, the Department has submitted all 1 7 states to a peer review panel. The panel will meet in 
June to evaluate the proposals using the agency's guidance

Earlier this month, the Department published a statistical summary of Highly Qualified Teachers (HQTs) 
with thiee state data tables. During the 2006-07 school year, 94% of core academic classes in the nation's 
schools were led by HQTs. A higher percentage of classes were led by HQTs in elementary school (96%) 
than in secondary school (93%). Also, at both levels, classes in low-poverty schools were more likely to be 
led by HQTs than were classes in high-poverty schools. The percentage of classes led by HQTs has 
increased seven percentage points since 2003-04.

STUDENT LOAN ACCESS 

On May 21, as part of its ongoing commitment to make sure students have access to federal student loans in 
the coming academic year, the Administration announced a four-part plan aimed to improve the functioning 
of the student loan marketplace and provide liquidity and stability in the near term. This plan includes: (1) a 
loan purchase commitment by which the Department agrees to purchase new federal loans originated for 
the 2008-09 school year (with the price of the loan equal to the sum of par value, accrued interest, the 1% 
origination fee paid to the agency, and a fixed amount of $75 per loan) and a facility for providing short- 
term liquidity to lenders lacking access to affordable capital due to disruptions in markets; (2) a commitment 
to continue working with the lending community, to explore ways to reengage markets; (3) a strengthened 
"lender of last resort" program to help protect students from shifting market forces; and (4) increased Direct 
Loan capacity, should it be needed to act as an extra cushion for students. "We want students to be able to 
concentrate on their studies, rather than worry about disruptions in the market and whether they will be able 
to obtain federal loans to help pay for school," Secretary Spellings said in a statement "At the same time. . . 
we can also consider this a teachable moment that speaks to broader, long-term flaws in our complex and 
outdated financial system."

NIES 2007 
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"The National Indian Education Study" (NIES) is a two-part study designed to describe the condition of 
education for American Indian/Alaska Native students in the U.S. (NIES was first conducted in 2005.) 
Part I, released last week, presents detailed information on the academic performance of American 
Indian/Alaska Native students on the 2007 National Assessment of Education Progress (NAEP) reading 
and math tests. In both fourth- and eighth-grade, the students had lower average scores and proficiency 
rates compared to all other students in the country and, aside from fourth-grade math, showed no 
significant change since 2005. Yet, their performance was not significantly different than the scores for all 
racial/ ethnic groups (even exceeding the scores of African- American students on math). In both grades and 
subjects, American Indian/Alaska Native students also performed better if they attended schools with 
smaller concentrations of similar students (less than 25) and attended a public school — versus a Bureau of 
Indian Education school. Part II, to be released this summer, is a survey of the educational experiences of 
American Indian/Alaska Native students, focused on the integration of native language and culture into 
school and classroom activities.

Please do not veto money for the Turnagain Elementary school computer lab that is currently in SB 
221. 

I know there are a number of schools asking for computer money. Generally, I support this spending 
to bring technology to our children. I feel that computer skills are an area that will be critical for our 
children to learn. However, schools are going to find it difficult to allocate funds for computers 
because they are expensive, and these skills are not specifically tested on standardized tests. I feel 
this is not an area that parents can hold bake sales to buy computers for the schools, and it is unlikely 
that school districts will specificially allocate funds to this area. I think computers and learning 
software in the schools will improve the education of our children, and I hope the state will fund these 
areas. 

Specifically, I support funding for Turnagain elementary and I recognize that we need government 
help to begin to bring these computers to my son's school. Our school is one of the oldest schools in 
Anchorage & probably one of the older schools still operating in Alaska. We have only a tiny fraction 
of the average number of computers in an Anchorage school. The parents have tried fundraising, 
and it Is too expensive to bring an old school with no computer facilities or wiring even up to a point 
where one class at a time can use the computers. Last year, the parents group did fundraising 
activities & more fundraising activities. We successfully raised over $20,000, and we still don't have a 
full set of computers so that each student in a class can use the computer. These computers and 
reading software sets are very popular with specialists or someone. After all this fundraising, my 
son's class was not able to schedule one session with the computers. 

As I said before, I hope the state will fund these areas. Without state assistance, I dont see 
computers coming to my son's school until we have a bond package and I am not hopeful that will 
happen anytime soon. 

Wow, this was the first time I have actually looked through all the appropriations in one of these bills. 
Good luck sorting that out!

Frank: 



I asked Frank Richards at DOT to provide some background information on the 4th runway 
issue. It's a bit moot since the work on the EIS has been voluntarily suspended by DOT. 
But it appears in January, 2008, the airlines told DOT the EIS work could move forward and 
there were 40 or so meetings between DOT and the airlines, community councils, and the 
public before the most recent one where the protesters showed up. This probably explains 
why DOT felt surprised at that meeting. 



I think fuel prices have roughly doubled since January and shrinking profit margins are 
probably causing the airlines to re-evaluate all their capital budget plans. It's 
interesting the airlines chose to communicate that to DOT during a public meeting instead 
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of a letter or phone call, but that is their right. If air traffic increases as DOT 
thinks it could based on recent statements from UPS and Cathay Pacific about adding 
flights, DOT may have to revisit the issue or find another solution like more use of the 
Fairbanks airport.

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Identify when and where the airlines agreed to move forward with the EIS scoping phase 



In the airlines January 9, 2006 proposal regarding the "AKC New Runway," the airlines 
proposed that "the EIS process or other planning can start immediately provided that it is 
funded through the Development Fund or other non- rate -based funding source." In the 
proposal dated January 14, 2008, the airlines modified that position, stating "The 
planning and design necessary to complete the EIS process can start immediately and can be 
funded out of the rate base." 



The State negotiators understood there was agreement in concept to fund the EIS using 
52. 5M of existing operating agreement {O/A) approval and S2M of new 0/A approval during 
operating agreement negotiations. The airlines also agreed that the airport fund the new 
R/W design and LOI preparation, providing Development Funds are used for the State match 
portion. They have subsequently changed their position again and went back to insistence 
first that only non rate-based funds (AIP and Development Fund) be used for the EIS, 
design or LOI preparation, to which the State agreed. 



Identify the funding sources for EIS phase 



52. 5M under existing O/A approval within Capital Projects Category A09 and $2M of new 0/A 
approval was planned before the Airlines rescinded their proposal. 93.75% of this would 
have come from FAA AIP Funds (Cargo Entitlements) and 6.75% from AIAS Development Funds. 
Runway and taxiway environmental work plainly falls within the description of the A09 
project, but the Airlines have argued that they did not intend for that to apply that to a 
whole new runway. 



Identify how many public meeting have been held during Master Plan process and how 
many will likely be held during EIS process 
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During the Master Plan, there have been 46 total meetings with the public including 3 
public meetings, 12 meetings with Community Councils, 6 Technical Advisory Group 
meetings, 4 Airline meetings, 3 Agency meetings, and 3 meetings with interest groups 
such as the trail users. The EIS process will be conducted by the FAA, which will decide, 
together with its HE PA contractor, what public meetings are required. A NEPA process that 
is controversial automatically gets additional public process. 



Identify why we think the airlines are opposing the project 



The airlines that have expressed concern about the project primarily due to impacts to the 
rates and fees. Their vision is near sighted due to the difficult current business 
environment they are operating in. Concerns about problems 5 or more years from now are 
low on their list of priorities. Their primary concern is reducing near-term costs 
without a vision of the impacts of that on future operations, or the very long lead-time 
necessary even to make this type of decision for when economic conditions have improved. 



Identify our rationale for moving forward to EIS 



AIAS has not begun moving forward with the EIS and will not, until, it has selected a 
preferred alternative that is approved by the FAA. When FAA is comfortable with the 
Purpose and Need and preferred alternative they will hire a consultant and commence with 
the EIS. Unlike the Master Plan, which is conducted and managed by the Airport, the EIS 
will be conducted and managed by the FAA. The reason for proceeding now is that this type 
of project takes a very long time just for environmental and design work. If we wait 
until the need is more apparent due to improved economic conditions, we may be too late to 
prevent the projected dire congestion that will result.

The Project Nomination forms for the N-S Runway (attached), were submitted to the airlines 
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along with the Project Nomination forms for all proposed new operating agreement CIP 
projects. These were presented to the AAAC Committee in December 2007 in advance of the 
January 9 6 10 operating agreement negotiation meetings.

I am seeking assistance resolving an issue and getting paid for three different jobs my 
company completed last construction season for the Alaska Department of Transportation 
in the Northern Region. All three projects are being aclministered by Construction Project 
Manager Frank Ganley. The unpaid balances add up to a little over 580,000.00. The 
following is a brief synopsis of who we are and what we have experienced. 

jolt Construction is a Big Lake based road construction sub- contractor that has been 
in business 12 years, working on numerous AKDOT projects around Alaska. The three 
projects in question are the Parks Highway Rehabilitation MP 351-356 and the Richardson 
Highway MP 350 Badger Interchange where Jolt is under contract to Exclusive Paving and 
the Parks Highway MP 315-321 Signing Improvement where Jolt is the Prime Contractor. 
On all three projects jolt was contracted to install the permanent highway signs specifically 
referred to as Item 615{1) Standard Sign. Using material, equipment and labor outlined and 
approved by the AKDOT, these signs were installed beginning in July 2007 and completely 
installed and punch-listed by the end of October. 

Towards the end of this installation period State inspectors discovered white 
discoloration on the backside of numerous signs on all three projects. We all agree that the 
white staining is "oxidation." Understandably the AKDOT voiced concerns about the 
oxidation. These concerns turned into a State visit to Jolt's place of business to inspect the 
aluminum we use; to calls to Jolts suppliers; to letters stating we now didn't meet 
specifications, wanting a corrective action plan and withholding money. Jolt's response was 
and is, that the spec's have been met and were previously approved. That the signs are up 
and operating as designed and a white spot on the backside has no affect on its life or 
function. In the spirit of customer satisfaction Jolt offered to repair the backs of the 
affected signs. As requested by the AKDOT as another solution for acceptance, Jolt also 
supplied an additional warranty from the reflective sheeting manufacturer. Since that time 
we have heard nothing. Mr. Ganley refuses direct correspondence from Jolt and our 
numerous requests for a solution through his acceptable channels go unanswered. Jolt 
would be happy to forward all our letters as proof of our intent. 

Last week Jolt's bonding company made us aware that Mr. Ganley stated to them his 
intent to place a claim against Jolt's bond. The bonding company was thus unable to bond 
a bid we were trying to submit to a new Northern Region project until the old issues were 
resolved. The result was only one company bid this job at a price more than double the 
State's estimate and Jolt lost out on a valuable piece of work we would have been the low 
bidder on. 

We are seeking a reasonable resolution for all parties. We trunk six to eight months 
is enough time to figure this out and in some ways think the time span these signs have been 
up and publicly working on Alaska roadways is an implicit acceptance by the owner. Please 
assist us in resolving this issue.

Our school is one of the oldest schools in 
Anchorage & probably one of the older schools still operating in Alaska. We have only a tiny fraction 
of the average number of computers in an Anchorage school. The parents have tried fundraising, and 
it is too expensive to bring an old school with no computer facilities or wiring even up to a point where 
one class at a time can use the computers. Last year, the parents group did fundraising activities S 
more fundraising activities. We successfully raised over $20,000, and we still don't have a full set of 
computers so that each student in a class can use the computer. These computers and reading 
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software sets are very popular with specialists or someone. After alt this fundraising, my son's class was not 
able to schedule one session with the computers. 

As I said before, I hope the state will fund these areas. Without state assistance, I don't see computers coming 
to my son's school until we have a bond, package and I am not hopeful that will happen anytime soon. 

Wow, this was the first time 1 have actually looked through ail the appropriations in one of these bills. Good 
luck sorting that out!

Clem has made it known that he wants the Governor to make a statement about supporting small boat 
fisheries and onshore processing that he can take to the Board of Fish and the legislature to advance 
his agenda. He is a representative of the City of Adak, which relies heavily on fish taxes from their only 
processor, Adak Fisheries, for operating revenue. Adak currently has a population of around 140 
people and has struggled to establish itself as a viable community since the Aleut Corporation received 
the island and naval facilities after the base closed in 1997. 

Adak has consistently asked for special fishing and processing rights from Congress, the North Pacific 
Council, and the Board of Fisheries. Congress, through a Stevens rider, granted the Aleut corporation 
exclusive rights to catch a percentage of the pollock available in the Aleutian Islands. This was 
controversial since Ben Stevens held an option to buy a portion of Adak Fisheries at the time, the value 
of which was probably increased by the pollock allocation. The Board of Fisheries has taken several 
actions to provide a state waters cod fishery in the area. However, Adak continues to struggle due to 
difficulties with their processor and competition from other communities and processors. 

Clem would like more crab to be processed in Adak. We are in the process at the North Pacific 
Council of amending the crab program to make more crab available for processing at Adak, so this 
concern is being addressed 

He also wants an exclusive right to process cod for Adak fisheries. I have told Clem that while we will 
work to encourage cod processing in Adak, we will not grant them a monopoly and force fishermen to 
deliver to their processor. Instead, we are working through the council process to make some smaller 
changes to encourage more processing onshore. 

His other goal is to develop a small boat cod fishery near Adak. The Board of Fish can consider 
whether to limit the cod fishery to smaller vessels in order to help develop the small boat fleet in Adak. 
I have told Clem I believe they are willing to consider it and have discussed the concept with the chair 
and vice-chair of the board. 

In short, we are working to meet every reasonable request Clem has made. 

The topic of council appointments may also come up. Clem is no fan of Gerry Merrigan because Gerry 
refuses to go along with Clem's agenda. I have told Clem that it is too early to decide whether to 
reappoint someone whose term doesn't expire until August 2009. Gerry is a knowledgeable, hard 
working council member who has a lot of support from other fishermen and groups. 
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
